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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior art references anticipates or makes obvious the hydraulic apparatus of claim 
1 which includes the limitations of the hydraulic pump 3 including the two passages 33 
and 34 with the check valve 341 oriented as such and the relief valve therein, and the 
working cylinder having the circuit pine 14 with a check valve 141 oriented as such, and 
the line 8 connecting the pump 3 to the chamber 1 1 of the working cylinder and 
passage 17 with the return valve 5connected to the reservoir.
